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During June 1951 Chinese Commmniat authorities sterted moving facteries, ware= 
houses and hospitals from the Yenchou and Linhat (121-07, 28-53) areas to a 
mountainous area in north Chekiang. 


in early June there were no regular Chinese Communist troops in the K’anmen 
(121-16, 28-06) -Chiumen (121-17, 28-15) -Yuhuan (121-13, 28-09) areas, 
elements of the 35 Army having moved fron those areas.l 


On 24 June two battalions of the 315 Regiment sailed from K'anmen to Ruangtaao 
(121-06, 27—59) in 17 junks. 


Approximately 50 motor junks of the 103 Division were along the wharves in 
the East Gate area of Wenchou.

In the Chitu (t oP -Wenchou area there were one vatrol squad of the Wenchou 
Public Security eau, one “women's equad," and one "children's squad," with 
apvroximately 100 persons whose duty it was to check travelerg entering or 
leaving the Chitu area, 
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On 25 June anoroximately 300 nilitiamen arrived in Ch'umen from Wenchow and, 
in late June, were dispersed in the Ch‘ umen area with approximate nunbers as 
follows: 100 at Tuttou (2% $H), 100 at Tattlung (A me Ae) and 50 at 
Msiaochukang (1: ‘7j iA] ).2 


Filitiamen in the Ch'tmen are. were equipped with 2 heavy machine guns, 6 
light machine guns, § x 60 mm guns and anvroximately 300 rifles. 


On 26 June tvo battalions of the 35 Army left the Ch'umen-Chaittou UR $f ) 
area for the north in ten trucks. 


On 26 June, 300 volunteer recruits left Ch’ umen for Wenchou. 4 


There were anvroximately 100 militia and policemen in Yuhuan.

On 25 May the Cheklang 5 Military District Command organized a coastel defense 
battalion and recruited members of villages in the Wenchou area, In mid-June 
the sattalion was divided into three companies, each with three platoons, which 
were disposed as follows: The 1 Company in the Ssuwan vz ¥&) area, the 2 
Company in Yuhuan and the 3 Company in Loch*ing (120-57, 28-08). The battalion 
wags equipped with 3 heavy machine guns, 9 light machine guns, 3 x 60 mm euns 
and 6 motor junks. 


On 20 June the 31 Company of a coastal defense battalion of the Chekiang 5 
Military Diatrict Command” moved to an area at the mouth of the Ou River. 


Five Chinese Communist motor junke of the motor junk unit of the 103 Division 
were in the Chuangyuanch' iao-Wenchou area, each equipved with two small 
cannons and two light machine guns. 


Approximately 290 Chinese Communist wtlitta troops and 5 motor junks were in 
the Julian (120-38, 27-49) Harbor area conducting amphibious maneuvers. 


In late June the 315 Regiment, 105 Division was at Tuangtaao. 


In late June cadre members of elements of the 23 Army at Taishan (122- , 
30- ) were scheduled to leave for Tinghat (122-06, 30-03) to abtend a 
conference scheduled for 1 to 3 July.
